§ Hough it is generally efleem’d an inde- 
cent, aswell as an invidious Task, for 
a Man to mention himfelf, or extol 
his own Family ; yet in fome Cafes 
it becomes not only excufable, but 
even praife-worthy ; efpecially when 
it is made neceflary for our Self-defence; which I 
hope will be thought a fuflicient Apology for what 
I have already faid, and may hereafter have Occafion 
to fay concerning my /e/f, in Anfwer to the Calum- 
nies and Mifreprefentations of my Enemies. 

The Family of D’Anve rs (as the Name is now 
contraéted from the old Writing De Anvers) is of 
very ancient ftanding, and of no inconfiderable Note 
in this Kingdom; which I could eafily prove from 
the moft authentick Books of Heraldry ; as I could, 
from other undoubted Author'ties, that feveral of our 
Family have diftinguiih‘d themfelves not only in the 
polite Profeffions, but in the more immediate Service 
of their Country, both in Church and State, in the 
Camp and the Cabinet, with great Ability, and un- 
corrupt Virtue ; efpecially, of late Years, in the 
House or Commons. 

But as the trueft Patriots are commonly moft ex- 
pofed to Obloquy and Reproach, fo our Houfe —_ 
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been able to efcape the Malice of evil-minded Men, 
who fost their Arrows againft us, even bitter Words; 
and, for want of any juft Ground of Complaint or 
Refleétion, they take a mean Pleafure in having Re- 
courfe to our Name; which, being of foreign Extrac- 
tion, they endeavour to render odious to the People 
of this Kingdom ; who are remarkable for a peculiar 
Fondnefs of their own Country, and(I hope I may 
fay without Offence) too partial a Prejudice againft a// 
others. 

As thefe are known to have been general national 
Reproaches, at all Times, and againft all Perfons, as 
well as ws, who have not the Happinefs to be of Eng- 
life Birth or Extra€tion ; fo I could not have the 
Weaknefs even to hope that I fhould avoid them un- 
der a publick Chara&er, which naturally tends to 
excite Envy in fome, and Hatred in others, who are 
engag’d ina different Caufe; for which Reafon, a 
Man in thefe Circumftances muft expect that every 
little Story to his Difadvantage will be trumpt up, 
and the leait Handle for Refleétion laid hold of by 
his Adverfaries, in order to defeat his Defigns, and 
promote their own. 

I have fufficiently experienc’d this already in my 
own Cafe ; and efpecially with Regard to that popular 
Prejudice, of which I have been fpeaking, againft 
every thing that is Foreign. My Enemies feem to 
take abundance of Delight in ridiculing my Name, 
and have been moft unmercifully witty and fcurri- 
lous upon that Occafion. They ftrenuoufly maintain, 
that we came originally from Antwerr ; becaufe, as 
they obferve, the French Name of that Town is 

" Anvers 3 which being at prefent im Poffeflion of the 
Emperor, they argue from thence, that I muft be 
of the Jmperial Faét:on, and in the German Interef. 

I fhall not undertake to difprove or deny this De- 
duétion cf our Origina/ ; having the fulleft Reafon to 
believe that it is juit {if Tradition, Hiftory, and Fa- 
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mily Records may be depended on) and that we came 
over hither, from Germany, with Archbifhop Cran- 
MER, atthe Beginning of the Reformation, in order 
to avoid the Perfecution, which was fet on Foot in 
thofe Parts againft Luther and his Followers ; to 
whofe Doétrines our Family became early Profelytes, 
and have ever fince immoveably adhered. Iam there- 
fore fo far from being afham’d to derive my Original . 
from thence, that I fhall always efteem it as the great- 
eft Honour to be ally’d, even at fuch a Diftance, toa 
Nation, where the pure Gofpel of Chrif# was firft 
reviv’d from the Corruptions of Rome; and to which 
his moft excellent Majeity King Gt or G e (the pre- 
fent Ornament and Defender of the fame wi, on 
Faith) az well as his Royal Family, for many Ages, 
have owed their illuftrious Nativities. 

But, whatever my Extraéfion may be, and what- 
ever grateful Refpect or hereditary Affection I may 
retain for a Nation, which was once the du/ce natale 
jolum of my Anceftors ; yet it fhall never prevail over 
my Duty to this Kingdom, which has vouchfafed to 
adopt me ; nor draw me into the Imperial Intereff, 
when it is inconfiftent with the Welfare of Great- 
Britain. On the contrary, no Body can have a 
ftronger Abhorrence of the Meafures, which have 
been lately taken againft us by the common Enemy 3 
nor behold, with more Indignation, the famous Ger- 
man Faith, which has been fo long proverbially ufed 
for the moft religious Adherence to Treaties and Ex- 
gazements, declining into a ‘Term of Reproach, and 
fullied with Accufations of Ingratitude and Perfiai- 
oufnefs. 

Upon reading the Memoria/, lately prefented to his 
Majefty by Monficur de Pawo (for which that Mi- 
nifter has been juftly difmifs’d) I was extremely fur- 
priz’d to find Language us’d in it, which would have 
appear'd indecent between Gentlemen ; and is much 
more fo between crowan'’d Heads. This feems the 
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more extraordinary from his Imperial Majelty, be- 
caufe the utmoft Refpeét has been paid to his great 
Charaéter 5 and, whatever the Zeal of fome private 
Gentlemen might urge them to fay, yet no hard 
Names, unprincely Epithets, or inflaming Language 
has been publickly made ufe of, in the Height of all 
our juft Indignation again him. But my Surprize 
ceafed, when I was inform’d, that this Memorial was 
pen’d by a German Bifbop, in conjunétion with a Ree 
negad) French Fefuit, who has as much Influence o- 
ver Him, as He has over fome Miniffers at that Court. 
Thefe two Perfons are, as I am told, employ’d at pre- 
fent in drawing up the Anfwer, which is promis‘d in 
the Memorial, to the Exquiry lately publifh’d here, 
and fo often mention'’d in this Paper. 

But as the only Hopes of our Enemies feemed to 
confift in the general Difirclination of the People to 
new Wars, Debts and Taxes; and the chief Defign 
of this infolent Memorial was to exafperate and in- 
flame the Kingdom againft the prefent Miniffry, by 
reprefenting them as the /o/e Authors of the Difiur- 
bances of Europe; fo we have the Satisfaction to fee 
them grievoufly miftaken and difappointed in their 
Expectations ; for it appears from the ADDRESSES, 
which have been lately fent up from all Parts, that 
there never was a more vigorous Spirit of Briti 
Zeal and Loyalty amongft our Countrymen, than 
what has difcover'd itfelf upon this Occafion. Every 
Gazette abounds with the warmeft Profeflions of Re- 
fentment and Indignation againft the Enemies of their 
Country, and of their chearful Submiffion to any 
Burthens, which it may be judged neceflary to lay 
upon them ; in order to deftroy the Offend Company 
to fupport Gibralter ; to defeat the Defigns of a Po- 
pie Pretender s and reftore the Tranquility of Eu- 
rope. The good People of Totnes, in particular, are 
fo far from being, in any wile, uneafy, under the four 
Shiliings per Pound, aaa a that they have made 
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a Free-will Offering of the other Sixtcen, and of eve- 
ry Thing elje, that is dear and valuable to them. Nay, 
that they might not leave the leaft Room for our 
Enemies to triumph, either at Home or Abroad, they 
did not confine themfelves to the ordinary Method of 
Addreffing, by declaring their Affection to his Maje/y, 
and their Refolation to fupport Him in this vigorous 
Manner, but feem to be in the moft dutiful Raptures 
with the Zeal of his glorious Parliament, and the 
Conduct of his mof incomparable Miniftry; in which 
uncommon Strain of Loyalty, they have been very 
laudably feconded by the » le of Lynn-Regis, 
and by fome other Burroughs of Nor roux and 
Sussex. 

There is indeed a noble Spirit, which animates all 
thefe Addreffes, and makes them well worth the Peru- 
fal of every curious and honeft Briton. I will in- 
ftance only one more, viz. That from the ancient 
and loyal Corporation of Shrewsbury 3 which, f{peak- 
ing of our ALLiance, fays very juftly, as well 
as very elegantly, that it will, in Time to come, ren- 
der the HANOVER Exjfigns more my than the 
confederated Eagles of tte Roman and Ruflian Empires, 
and bind up the Golden Fleece of Spain in the renown- 
ed Garter of Great-Britain. 

Such extraordinary Manifeftations of Zeal, Satisfac- 
tion, and Concurrence with Thofe at the Helm will, 
I doubt not, extinguifh all the vain Hopes of our 
Enemies, and give the greateft Mortification to this 
prelatical Incendiary, when He {ees all his vile So- 
phifiry reje€ted by the united Voice of the People, 
as it has been already condemn’d by their Reprefenta- 
tives affembled in Parliament. 

This Prelate, it feems, had obftruéted his own 
Yrreierment in the Church by feveral Writings and 
Difcourfes, containing Pofitions, which had render’d 
not only his Orthodoxy, but even his Chrijfianity 
gnipeéted ; fo that defpairing to rife as a worthy 
Chaurch- 
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Churchman, he determin’d to try his Fortune as a 
Politician; and has fince wholly neglected /piritual 
for the Sake of temporal Affairs. 

I cannot forbear obferving, upon this Occafion, that 
nothing does Religion more Prejudice than to fee 
Thole, whofe Profeffion and Duty it is to inculcate 
a Contempt of this World for the fake of a better, bu- 
fying themfelves in worldly Cares, and promoting 
Differences and Animofities among Mankind ; for it 
is plain that /uch Churchmen have no Notion of any 
other future State, than that of TRANSLATION. 

When Ecclefiafticks thruft themfelves into the 
publick Affairs of this World, their Aétions are ge- 
nerally rafh and cruel, and their Language unmanner- 
ly and fcurrilous; for as, like Ladies, they are by 
their Petticoats protected from the Confequences of 
Railing ; fo, like them too, they commonly make no 
{mall ufe of that Privilege. 

But, farther; a Churchman, who meddleth with 
State-matters without knowing them, mult be a weak 
Man ; and He, who does know them, muft bea di/- 
honeft Man, becaufe he muft have beftowed that Ap- 
plication upon them, which was only due to his own 
Profeffion. I look upon fuch a Man to be guilty of 
Sacrilege in the higheft Degree ; for inftead of ferving 
at the Altar, by which he /ives, he rods the Altar, at 
which he does wot ferve. 

The late Bifhop Burnet, who concern’d himfelf in 
thofe Affairs as much as any Man, and underftood 
them better than moft modern Churchmen, was fo 
confcious of This, and fo fenfible that fuch Matters 
did not belong to him, nor become his Fun@ion, that 
in his Works we frequently meet with the fevereft 
Cenfures of fuch Praétices ; which the Force of Truth 
extorted from Him, at the fame Time that they in- 
cluded the ftrongeft Condemnation of Him/e/f and his 
own Altions. 
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
